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THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 


To  : The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council : 
Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Eeport  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions,  the  vital  statistics 
relating  to  the  Rural  District  for  1957.  The  report  is  sub- 
mitted in  accordance  with  the  circular  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  health  of  the  district  during  the  year  has  been  on 
the  whole  very  good.  There  has  been  an  absence  of  any 
serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases.  The  majority  of 
deaths  during  the  year  were  in  the  higher  age  groups. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been 
low  and  infectious  cases  have  been  promptly  isolated  by 
the  Chest  Physician  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  The  males  being  accommodated  in  Talgarth 
Sanatorium  and  the  females  in  the  Adelina  Patti  Memorial 
Hospital,  Penycae. 

The  Council  has  continued  with  its  post-war  pro- 
gramme of  building  new  houses.  The  allocation  of  the 
new  houses  is  carried  out  under  the  Points  Scheme,  addi- 
tional points  are  allocated  to  a family  having  a case  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  living  with  them.  Special  con- 
sideration is  given  to  those  families  where  a case  of  active 
disease  is  occupying  the  same  bedroom  with  a healthy  per- 
son.

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There  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  dur- 
ing the  year.  Inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  regu- 
lar intervals  of  various  food  handling  stores,  bakehouses, 
licensed  premises,  school  canteens  and  dining  halls,  works 
canteens,  and  shops  selling  ice  cream  under  licence.  Minor 
defects  have  been  pointed  out  and  corrected  by  those 
responsible. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings 
under  the  Bye-laws  or  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regula- 
tions 1955. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47.  No  action 
has  been  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  yearl957. 
School  Medical  Services,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  and  the  provision  of  School  meals  are  administered 
by  the  Breconshire  County  Council. 

I wish  to  tender  my  best  thanks  to  the  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  helpful  consideration  and  co-operation 
in  all  matters  affecting  Public  Health.  Also  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  in  all  matters  appertaining  to 
the  duties  of  the  Health  Department.

The  disposal  plant  has  been 
working  normally  and  the  sewerage  effluent  complies  with 
the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Eoyal  Commission.

TUBERCULOSIS 
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The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been 
low.  6 new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  the 
cases  were  visited  and  advised  as  to  isolation  pending 
admission  to  Sanatoria.  The  waiting  period  was  of  short 
duration  and  they  were  all  dealt  with  expeditiously  by  the 
Chest  Physician  for  the  area. 

Local  Health  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  1946,  are  carried  out  by  the  Brecon 
County  Council  and  have  worked  efficiently.

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THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 

REPORT 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the 
Annual  Eeport  on  the  general  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
area,  the  Housing  conditions  and  the  supervision  of  food 
preparing  premises  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1957. 

No  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  but 
19  families  were  rehoused  in  Council  houses  that  became 
vacant. 

Meat  inspection  was  maintained  at  practically  100% 
at  the  two  Slaughterhouses  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
not  a single  whole  carcase  was  condemned. 

Fried  Fish  Shops,  sausage  making  premises,  canteens 
and  general  food  shops  were  all  systematically  inspected 
and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Kegulations. 

A start  was  made  on  the*  enforcement  of  bins  for 
premises  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  out  of  265  Notices 
served  a total  of  114  were  complied  with  before  the  end 
of  the  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  public  will  respond 
and  that  ultimately  the  whole  area  will  be  provided  with 
regulation  dustbins.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


There  are  seven  piped  water  supplies  in  the  area,  five 
of  which  are  chlorinated.  The  water  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity  and  every  house  has  its  own  piped 
supply  except  in  the  case  of  some  few  scattered  dwellings 
such  as  isolated  farms.  No  water  supply  in  the  district  is 
liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action.  There  have  been  no  evi- 
dence of  any  form  of  contamination.  There  are  no  stand 
pipe  supplies.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Public  Cleanising— both  collection  and  disposal'  is 

carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  three  collections  weekly 

are  made  with  the  exception  of  the  main  shopping  centre 

where  the  collections  :rre  carried  out  dail.v.  The  Karrier 
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1 bantam  lorries  have  maintained  their  high  standard  of 
service.  Tipping  is  maintained  at  Pantmawr  and  Penycae 
and  the  work  of  filing  in  waste  ground  and  dangerous  pools 
at  Brvnderi  and  Colbren  has  been  completed. 

REFUSE  BINS 

265  Preliminary  Notices  have  been  served  requiring 
householders  to  provide  a dustbin  to  conform  with  the 
Council’s  requirements.  Tlie  area  covered  so  far  consists 
of  the  district  around  the  centre  of  Ystradg^mlais  including 
Station  Road,  Commercial  Street,  Church  Terrace  and 
Brecon  Road  and  in  this  area  114  bins  have  already  been 
provided. 

DISINFECTION 

The  figure  of  2 houses  disinfected  during  the  year  is  a 
rertection  on  the  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the 
locality.  Fumigation  by  formalin  gas  was  carried  out  in 
each  case  and  a free  supply  of  liquid  disinfectant  dis- 
tributed for  the  use  of  householders  concerned  in  washing 
down  the  premises,  bed  clothes,  drains,  etc.

Milk  delivery  Vans  were  regularly  inspected  under  the 
Milk  & Dairies  Regulations  1949  and  were  found  to  be 
satisfactorily  kept.  During  the  year  28  samples  of  milk 
were  taken  for  analysis  and  of  these  15  were  from  Schools 
in  the  area — only  one  sample  was  reported  as  being 
unsatisfactory. 
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ICE  CREAM 


Only  three  premises  are  now  used  in  the  district  for 
the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream — the  greater  quantity  of  this 
commodity  now  being  sold  in  pre-packed  form  in  shops  and 
received  from  the  large  nationaly  known  manufacturers 
from  without  the  area. 

The  local  ice-cream  factories  are  regularly  inspected 
particularly  during  the  summer  months  and  a satisfactory 
degree  of  cleanliiness  is  always  observed.  17  samples  were 
taken  for  analysis  from  these  premises  with  the  following 
results : —

It  is  again  encouraging  to  note  from  these  figures  that 
by  far  the  greatest  number  of  samples  were  placed  in  Grade 
1 and  that  only  1 was  placed  in  Grade  4. 


FRIED  FISH  SHOPS 

A Register  of  Fried  Fish  Shops  is  kept  and  five 
premises  throughout  the  area  have  been  registered. 
Inspections  are  made  during  daytime  when  preparation  for 
the  evening’s  business  is  carried  on  and  also  occasional 
visits  are  made  during  the  evening.  I have  had  no  cause 
to  report  any  serious  breach  of  the  regulations. 

PRESERVED  FOODS 

Ten  premises  have  been  registered  under  the  Food  & 
Drugs  Act  as  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  of  preser- 
ved foods.  These  are  butchers  shops  or  butchery  Depts.  at 
Co-operative  Stores  where  sausages  ai*e  made.  A separate 
room  is  used  for  the  manufacturing  process  and  a high 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  demanded  at  these  premises. 
'The  premises  including  the  utensils  are  inspected  and 
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examined  thorouglily  and  every  effort  is  made  to  inspect 
these  premisesi  at  feast  once  a week,  more  often  than  not 
dm-ing  the  liours  of  manufacturing. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES

Tliese  slaughterhouses  are  inspected  regularly  together 
with  all  animals  slaughtered  therein. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

Inspections  were  systematically  made  at  the  Colbren 
and  Cwmgiedd  Slaughterhouses  and  with  only  two 
slaughterhouses  to  cope  with  and  a limited  amoimt  of 
slaughtering  it  was  possible  to  attain  a 100%  inspection  of 
all  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year.  In  all  178  visits 
were  made  for  tliis  purpose  and  the  following  is  a table  of

SEWAGE  EFFLUENT 

Samples  of  Sewage  Effluent  were  taken  at  the  Coun- 
cil’s Sewage  Works  prior  to  being  discharged  into  the  River 
Tawe  and  on  these  the  Public  Analyst  summarised  as 
follows : — 

Sample  No.  1 (6th  April,  1957).  This  effluent  com- 
plied with  the  requirements  of  the  Royal  Commission  both 
as  to  suspended  matter  and  Biological  Oxygen  Demand 
being  well!  below  the  standard  set.  It  w'as  also  very  satis- 
factory in  other  respects  and  safe  for  discharging  into  any 
river  or  stream. 

Sample  No.  2 (19th  August,  1957).  The  sewage 
effluent  was  well  oxidised.  It  complied  with  Royal  Com- 
mission standard  both  as  to  matter  in  suspension  and  Bio- 
logical Oxygen  Demand,  and  was  suitablie  for  discharging 
into  river  or  stream.
